SHEA CRITICISED

For Conduct of the Teamsters' Strike. 


His Reply. 


Philadelphia, Aug. 10.—Cornelius P. 


Shea of Boston, president of the Inter- 
national 
Brotherhood of Teamsters, 


defended his conduct of the recent 
strike in Chicago at the session of the 
brotherhood annual convention. After 
giving in detail the events that led up 
to th,e trouble, President Shea said: 
"I did my duty as I saw it. And what- 
ever responsibility is attached to the 
conduct of that strike I am not afraid 
to tell you—put it on the shoulders of 
Shea." President Shea came in for 
criticism when the reports of the ex- 
eculive members were read. Michael 
Casey of San Francisco, 
third vice 


president of the brotherhood, in his 
report characterized the strike as a 
dismal failure, that had brought the 
teamsters into disrepute. C. F. O'Neill 
og Buffalo, fifth vice president, upheld 
President Shea in his conduct of the 
strike. He said that in a short time 
the organization would be in a better 
condition than ever, and added: "The 
question arises as to what the employ- 
ers of Chicago ha\c to show for the 
million dollars !hev .squandered in the 
effort to disrupt o.ir organization." 


WOMEN JAKE HAND 


Hundreds of Loaves of Bread Are Tak- 


en By Women From Peddlers In 


New York City. 


New York, Aug. 10.—Women joined 


in the strike operations of the kosher 
bread bakers, who are producing a 
bread famine in the Hebrew quarters 
of New York and Brooklyn. Hundreds' 
of loaves of this bread were taken by 
women from peddlers who attempted 
to seirthem and thrown into the gut- 
ters where mud caused by recent 
rains instantly ruined the 
foodstuff. 


Philadelphia shops are said to have 
supplied some of the Kosher loaves, 
and. acting on this rumor, the strikers 
say they will send a committee to 
Philadelphia to stop the exportatioa 
to New York if po.-sible.

TROUBLE AHEAD 


Of the Men Who Are Drafting a New 


Banking Law for Ohio.—In Com- 


mittee's Hands. 


Columbus, O., Aug. 10.—There 
ap- 


pears to be trouble ahead for those 
who are drafting the bill to establish 
a new banking code for this state. 
This work has been in the hands of a 
committee appointed by 
the 
State 


Bankers' Association, the legal work 
being performed by Drattsin Wulsin 
of Cincinnati. One of the 
expected 


sources of opposition will be from the 
legal profession. 


The trust companies have been cut 


ting into the business of the attorneys 
by acting in fiduciary capacities. It is 
understood the new code will endeavor, 
to restore to the trust companies the 
rights they once possessed, and if this 
is demonstrated a fierce fight will fol- 
low. 
Again, there is -objection to the 


bankers drafting the law to govern 
themselves. 
In the past all attempts 


at enacting regulating acts were de- 
feated by the bankers, who established 
a lobby here. 


The geese this time say that the fox 


is not to be chosen as the guardian of 
their interests. The depositors will in- 
sist upon being heard from when the 
bill is being made. The ambiguous 
and evasive language of the Republi- 
can state platform upon this issue has 
created this feeling of opposition, aside 
from the trust features spoken of. At 
Democratic headquarters a statement 
has been issued which is regarded as 
a challenge to define in detail exactly 
what it intends to do in this matter. 


This statement says: 
"The Governor and Dick and 
the 


boss are all promising a bank inspec 
tion law as part payment in exchange 
for another term of the 
Legislature 


and the offices. 
Let them tell 
the 


whole story—how the Moore Senate 
bill was defeated: in which corner of 
the Statehouse the lobby was quar- 
tered day and night: how many checks, 
and from what institutions, were re- 
quired to Jod the bill and how many 
members of the House talked over the 
lorfg distance 
from a certain State- 


house office with George B. Cox in Cin- 
cinnati on the 20th day of April. 1904. 
That is the day the bill was drawn 
and quartered in the house of its sup 
posed friends, and all the Statehouse- 
dom rejoiced and made merry." 


There is no question that the bill 


was 
lobby-slaughtered.

They succeeded 
in eliminating from the state deposi- 
tory act the section which gave

State Treasurer the right to examine 
thp btfnks in which the funds of the 
state were to be kept.

Will solid steel float in water? Steel 


will float if it be so light in weight as 
not to rupture the surface tension of 
the liq-uid. Thus with a little care a 
fine sewing needle can be made to float 
on the surface of still water, especially 
if It is drawn through the hair a time 
or two, as the minute trace of oil so 
imparted enables it to resist the wet- 
ting action of the water. 


It must be understood that liquids, 


although they have infinitely less co- 
hesive attraction than solids, arc not 
absolutely devoid of this. 
If there 


were no cohesion at all between the 
particles neither drops nor bubbles 
would be possible. 


Consequently every liquid may be 


looked upon as covered by a more or 
less cohesive skin of its own substance. 
So long as the weight of the steel or 
other solid body is insufficient to break 
through this skin it will float on the 
surface, although heavier

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WITTE A MAN OF WILL 


Russia's Chief Peace Envoy One 


of Her Leading Intellects. 


RESOLUTE COMM AHDER OF EESPECT 


Traveler, Who Met Bosnian Stated, 


man, 
Sayn He Wonltl Be a Dictator 


If Revolution Were to Place Him at 
Head of

Striking Feature—IliR-gcnt Man of 
HJ» Generation In Hi« Country. 


"When Witte's eyes take on a dead 


fi«h look and bis bearded faee "rows 
like graven stone the peace conference 
wil! adjourn for the day—theie's no 
doubt about M,'' said .Major J. O. 1'ang- 
boru, who has traveled extensively in 
IJussia, to a correspondent of the New- 
York World in Baltimore recently, in 
speaking of 
M. Sergius Julievitch 


Witte, Russia's raiik.iug peace plenipo- 
tentiary. 


"Witte will easily be the striking 


personality of the conference, both 
physically and in his general manner. 
He is a tremendously large man and 
in remarkably well balanced propor- 
tions. Ue measures in every way al- 
most up to Alexander III., father of 
the present 'czar, and a giant among 
men. As straight as an arrow, he car- 
ries himself with a consciousness of 
his superiority that is most irritating 
to a good many people in Russia aud 
is overwhelmingly impressive to the 
masses. 


"I have been pretty well over the 


empire, know something of Russia and 
the Russians, and of all the men 1 
came hi contact with throughout the 
vast domain not one impressed me 
comparably with Witte. 


"When I reached St. Petersburg, 


after eight months' journeying through 
Siberia, Manchuria and Mongolia, the 
United 
States 
minister there, Mr. 


Breckinridge, made It most pleasant 
for me. aud among other attentions he 
asked an interview with Witte, then 
miuister of finance, for the purpose of 
presenting rne to him. Witte promptly 
declined the reiiuest. 


"A day or two later President Kir- 


bete of the Valadckat'kas- railway and 
one of the few railroad men in the em- 
pire intimated that Witte would be 
glad to see me. Acting upon the hint. 
I went the next morning to call at tlie 
ministry. The spacious anteroom was 
crowded with generals and civil serv- 
'ice officials in uniforms, civilians in 
full dress and wearing brilliant decora- 
tions. 
I ifclt insignificant in plain. 


United States togs. 
Sending in my 


card, I thought I should have a long, 
possibly fruitless, wait, but to my sur- 
prise the flunky almost immediately 
returned, saying •with a profound bow 
that his excellency -would see me at 
once. 


"I had been told the evening before 


by a dignitary who knew the great 
minister's peculiarities that upon be- 
ing seated opposite him I would feel 
as if looking upon, the eyes of a dead 
fish, and that later should he prove 
interested in what I might be saying 
bis cigarette case, always a feature of 
his desk trappings, would be pushed 
toward me with, an 
invitation to 


smoke. Then, should I be so fortunate 
as to bring all this about, I would see 
a facial transformation such as had 
never before been my experience. 


"Sure enough, such an absolutely 


impassive expression I had never be- 
fore seen. The man is a statue, only 
you sort of hold your breath and won- 
der as to what will come when the 
electric current' is turned on. 
~- 


"The cigarette set came my way. I 


smoked, as did he, and with the light- 
ing of the match you would not have 
recognized that it was the same face 
with the same pair of eyes. I never 
have known so amazing a control over 
expression and features. He extended 
the interview beyond an hour and a 
half and said I did not need the inter- 
Tention of my minister or any one 
else to see'him whenever I came to St. 
Petersburg. 


''Should the present dynasty be over- 


thrown in a revolution and a republic- 
be declared Witte inevitably would be 
chosen its head. 
Npt that there ha"s 


ever been a question of his loyalty or 
that he would lend himself to a 
thought of the dizzy thing, but lie is 
the, only really big man in the country 
nud be hns the courage of his convic- 
tions. 
Nothing could keep the people 


if they had the say from demanding 
he should go to the forefront, but he 
wouldn't be a president or any such 
sort of a head. lie would be a Die- 
tutor, with a very big D. 


"Witte dares, and that is more than 


can be said of most men in Russia 
when in the balance are position and 
power. 
It cost him his ministry-- 


shelved him. 
Very rarely does any 


former minister so relegated -ever aft- 
erward come again to the front. 


''When Witte was the finance min- 


ister he was pretty nearly the whole 
ministry, and while ordinarily his col- 
leagues" would hive had some sym- 
pathy with him iir the effacement that 
was the foreshadowing of their own 
eventual destiny there was none in his 
case. On the contrary, he carried into 
his retirement an intensified quality of 
the exceeding bitterness created by his 
dominating force when in the height 
of his power. Towering ns he did both 
in mental and physical stature above 
them all he fairly reveled in the an- 
tagonism he provoked. That the czar 
himself stood iu awe of him. as was so 
often said, is quite probable, for hi? 
personality is *uch ns to require some- 
thing more titan the accident cf binh 
to withstand It. 


"Had Witie been born to the purplo 


he would have been the personification 
of the absolute 'autocrat, as the pop- 
ular Imagination pictures Nicholas to 
be and wlu'tii li? is not 
Nicholas is 


czar, nnd the ministry Is tlie Impetus 
to his action. Witte would have been j 
both czar and ministry. 
He would 


have told tlie ministers what to do, not 
they him. With all his imperiousuess, 
his uncontrollable initiative and char- 
acteristic go-ahpadativeness, uuuiiud- 
ful of consequences to tho^e in his 
way. he is the strongest man iu all the 
liussias with tlie progressives aud tlie 
masses. They fear him, yet recognize 
that iu aud to him is the hope of a 
material development that will raise 
the great country, rich beyond parallel 
in natural resources, to u lecugnized 
place in twentieth century progress. 


"As minister of finance he brought 


to tlie empire a credit it never before 
possessed. Through the policy he en- 
forced, as with a rod of iron, of aboi- 
i^li.ug iMluUu:l\iiii alid lu.uiui'aruil lug 
concessions to outsiders and compel- 
ling those who sought largo contracts 
under governmental guarantee to pro- 
duce from plants located on Kussiiui 
soil and with Kussiau labor, he was 
bringing about economic conditions so 
vital to the future of tlie empire that 
war to him was disloyalty flagrant be- 
yond characterization. 
This is what 


made him the foremost apostle of 
peace. 


'•But any impression that because of 


his pronounced opposition to the war 
his appointment assures the expediting 
of the peace conference to a mutually 
satisfactory conclusion will be dis- 
pelled wl^n the man comes to be 
known—that is, unless the other side 
proves more disposed to reasonable- 
ness from the Uussian point of view 
than is at present regarded as prob- 
able. 


"Witte is not the manner of man to 


inspire love or adulation in any form, 
but he irresistibly commands respect. 


"I happened to be in St. Petersburg 


at the time of the first strike in manu- 
facturing plants there. It was at the 
English woolen mills, the operators of 
which were Russians and .the owners 
Britons. 
Thornton, the bead of the 


largest mill aud chairman of the dele- 
gation going before Witte, told me 
that night of the interview. 


"As chairman he had, of course, 


primed and cocked himself so that his 
end would make the proper impact. 
He readied no further than 'We have 
come, your excellency, to say'— 


"Then Witte broke in -with, 'It is not 


for you, but for me, to say.' and there 
•was nothing equivocal hi -what he said. 
It was, iu effect, to settle the trouble 
within twenty-four hours. 


"1 asked Thornton Avhat he was go- 


ing to do about it 


" 'Do, tlo:' he rejoined. 'What can we 


do but as he says? Nobody can do a 
thing with him when his back is up.' 


"\o sooner had the delegation of 


owners loft Witte with his ultimatum 
as to the concessions to be made thau 
he sent orders to the striking opera- 
tives to immediately return to work, 
which they did without remonstrance. 


''Witte is far and away the biggest 


man of his generation in Russia, and 
it is doubtful if the empire ever pro- 
duced a greater as that which goes in 
such a country to lift it out of the past 
and into the present. J\o act of the 
reign of .Nicholas II. can be believed 
more personal, prompted by a higher 
consecration to duty or of a larger sig- 
nificance as to his tendency to inde- 
pendence than the final selection of 
Witte as t5ie representative 
of his 


country in deliberations and proceed- 
ings so involving its future. Only those 
who have seen a bit of the inside of 
Russia, been in the atmosphere of 
officialdom, which, in other words, is 
thraldom, can have any appreciation 
of what Nicholas had to undergo in 
schooling himself to the appointment."

at the I'uion station iu St. Louis at 
8:41 o'clock the other evening on a cot- 
tou belt special from Shrevei/ort, La.. 
its 400 yellow fever refugees having 
chartered the train to convey them 
uorth of the Mason aud Dixou Hue to 
escape the scourge, says a St. Louis 
special dispatch to the New Verk 
World. 


Never before, the passengers allege, 


had they such a wild rid". All along 
the route before the Missouri line was 
touched inhabitants of Louisiana anil 
Arkansas tried to enforce the quaran- 
tine regulations with weapons. 
The 


special was too fast, however, and de- 
spite hundreds of persons carrying 
shotguns, pistols and blunderbusses of 
ancient type the fleeing inhabitants of 
the south rushed on, stopping only at 
isolated stations. 


Only twice did they get food, and 


then very little. When the train stop- 
ped at some little way station all the 
passengers would make a rush for the 
lunch counter, only to be driven back 
by guards. 
The crowd was almost 


famished on arriving at St. Louis. 


Misses Lena, Blanche and Mamie 


Adair of Dallas, Tex., who were visit- 
ing friends at Shreveport, arrived on 
the chartered special and told of their 
trip to the north. 


"I never had such a ride in all my 


life," said Miss Lena. ''I hope I will 
never have such another. Every large 
station we came to in Louisiana, Mis- 
sissippi aud Arkansas was surrounded 
b}- a horde of armed guards. I was in 
constant fear that tha infuriated citi- 
zens would fire on the train as we 
went through; but, I tell you, we didn't 
stop for men or pistols. 
It was a 


case of get through on the run or not 
at all. If our conductor had allowed 
our train to stop it meant a stup of 
six or seven days, I was told, 


"I just simply hid my head in my 


berth pillow when we passed stations. 
Sometimes shots were fired. I guess 
they fired in the. air, for none entered 
our coach. We did not dare stop at 
an armed station for lunch. When we 
crossed the Louisiana line our ice gave 
out. It was terrible. We had t'> drink 
warm water after that. 
When the 


train stopped to take water iiist below 
Johnsboro, Ark., it ^ as learned that 
the people there were determined to 
turn the train back, so the engineer 
pulled the throttle wide open and went 
through the city at full speed."

the state. The larger portion is close 
to the' western aud northwestern fron- 
tier. 


The area involved is twice as larse 


as the state of Connecticut and larger 
than Massachusetts New Hampshire 
or New Jersey. Some of the lauds are 
located in East T'e\as, along the Sa- 
binc and Lower lied rivers or their 
tributaries, and some of them in West 
Texas, on the Rio Crande, more than 
000 miles further west. Some are in 
the northern part of the Panhandle 
and others down close to the Gulf of 
Mexico, sections so far apart that a 
difference of more than 100 degrees in 
temperature has been registered at the 
same hour of the same day. 


After the G,000,(>nn acres have been 


disposed of there will still be 12,000,- 
000 more acres in the public school do- 
main—all at present under lease to 
cattle mon—to say nothing of the state 
university-lands. More than 40.000 let- 
ters of inquiry have been received at 
the office of the btnte land commis- 
sioner. 


All qualities of Innd are represented 


in the 
offering—gi.iin lands, cotton 


lands, sugar lands, rice lands, fruit 
lands, grazing "lands, timber hinds, 
general farming lands, oil lands and 
mineral lands. 
Tlie oil and mineral 


lands of course are subject to special 
laws, but much of tlie laud to be sold 
may have oil or minerals not yet dis- 
covered. The purchaser would be am- 
ply protected under state laws should 
he be so fortunate as to strike an oil 
gusher or a mine.

As to 
climate, the illustration has been made 
that in one part of this <>,000.<>00 acres 
corn is being planted at the same time 
that roasting oars are being eaten in 
another part.

This land sale lirhiss fresh evidence1 


that agriculture is pressing ranching 
out of its historic /.ones in tlie south- 
west.

to the state treasurer at Austin one- 
fortieth of the price he offers for each 
tract. 
The balance will bear 0 per 


cent interest, payable on Nov. 1 of
